the  crest  of  the  Continental  Divide  of  the  Rocky  Mountains;  then  along 
said  crest  southwesterly  and  southerly  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Intending  hereby  to  include  in  said  game  preserve  all  that  territory  lying 
between  the  south  fork  of  the  north  fork  and  the  north  fork  of  the  north  fork 
of  Sun  River  on  the  east  and  the  Continental  Divide  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains  on  the  west. 

Teton-Spring  Creek  Bird  Preserve:  All  of  Sections  2,  3,  4,  9,  10,  11, 
12,  13,  14  and  15  in  T24N,  R5W. 

The  department  may  open  all  or  part  of  the  Teton-Spring  Creek  Bird 
Preserve  for  a  special  archery  season  in  accordance  with  87-1-304 
and  87  -2-708.
